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A GREAT GAMBLE. 

As time permits more careful analysis of the 
policy of Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain, 
that resulted in the historic four-power agree- 
ment at Munich, it becomes more and more 
apparent the British statesman has staked the 
future peace and the future civilization of Eu- 
rope upon a great, and magnificent, gamble. 

He is gambling upon the inherent decency 
and love of peace of the German people. He is 
depending upon that love for peace and the 
safety of home, among the German people, to 
eventually triumph over the ivazi madness that 
is personified in the person of Adolf Hitler. 

There can be no gainsaying that time, one 
way or another, will bring the end of Hitler 
and his regime. If that end were brought 
about through war, a war which again saw 
the German people beaten into hopelessness 
and despair, it would be inevitable that Hitler- 
- jsm would be smashed. But out of the ruins 
of the Nazi state would rise, inevitably a com- 
munistic government even worse than the to- 
talitarian rule now in effect. 

On the other hand, a Germany encouraged 
to live at peace with the rest of the world and 
to find happiness and security free from the 
dread of war, is a Germany that, in the final 
analysis, will not tolerate the cruel hand of 
the Nazi. Such a Germany must, sooner or 
later, return to sanity and become again a 
worthy member of the democratic family of 
nations. 

On this belief, it is reasonable to surmise, 
Chamberlain has gambled. By so doing he has 
saved the world from an immediate bath of 
blood, at least. He has saved civilized cities 
and civilized humanity from the horror of 
rending death from the air. 

And, if his gamble fails and war does come 
in the future, he will have gained, anyway. 
For time fights on the side of the democracies. 

It is generally conceded, by all observers, 
that Germany and Italy today hold the su- 
periority in war strength in the air. They do 
not, in the armies of the land or the navies of 
the sea. And each month of peace gives op- 
portunity for France and for Britain to in- 
crease their aviation strength, while Germany 
and Italy, already economically forced almost 
to the breaking point, cannot hope to reach 
equality in armies or in fleets. 

But the great gamble remains. All the 
stakes are played upon the chance that a happy 
German people will, some day, be neither Nazi 
nor Communist, but a freedom-loving and 
freedom-enjoying nation. 

Such a gamble is more than worth while, 


JEWISH RELIEF CONFERENCE 

The plight of oppressed minorities through- 
out the world has not improved. If anything, it 
has grown steadily worse. Wherever Fascism 
has raised its ugly head, the Jews, particularly, 
have been ground beneath the heel of despot- 
ism. A further expansion of national total- 
itarianism forebodes evil for these unfortunate 
people of central Europe. 

Twenty-five years ago an American agency, 
the Joint Distribution Committee, was founded 


with those from other states to assist in the 
solution of this greatest and worthiest of all 
problems—the relief of downtrodden and per- 
secuted people throughout the world. 


LABOR SEES HOPE FOR PEACE 

There is growing belief that a new era of 
peace within the ranks of organized labor is 
about to dawn. At the same time there are 
grounds for optimism in regard to the rela- 
tionships between labor and employers. The 
violence which has disrupted, at such heavy 
cost, much industry during recent years ap- 
pears to be definitely fading into the past. 

Reason for this better attitude in labor re- 
lationships is to be found in the growing dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the workers them- 
selves over the rift in their own ranks. «When 
rival organizations, such as the AFL and the 
CIO, wage internecine war there can be noth- 
ing but loss, ultimately, for the workers them- 
selves. At the same time, it is rapidly being 
realized, there is no logical cause for that rift. 
The objectives of both organizations are the 
same, it is only on method they are divided. 

Decreasing use of violence as a weapon 
in disputes between labor and employers is 
coming about largely because of public opinion 
from American consumers. Slowly, but surely, 
they are learning that every strike, every out- 
break of violence, must be paid for in higher 
prices for products and in a lowering of the 
standards of efficiency in plant operation and 
in quality of goods turned out. 

Inasmuch as the consumers, as a group, are 
largely the same individuals as compose the 
workers groups, it is among the same Ameri- 
can citizens that the force of opinion originates 
which is working both for intralabor peace and 
for peace between the workers and the em- 
ployers. 

Modification of the Wagner Labor Relations 
act will be necessary before an era of labor 
peace can be established with any hope of 
permanency. However, there is strong proba- 
bility these modifications will be made after 
congress convenes, 

With the example before them of railroad 
labor, working toward a solution of the 15 per 
cent wage cut proposal around the conference 
table, both factions of organized labor in the 
United States should be able to find a basis for 
permanent harmony and a way to end the dis- 
astrous conflicts which have not only hamper- 
ed industry, but have worked greater injury to 
the cause of labor itself, especially as to its po- 
sition in public opinion, than any other factor. 


WILD LIFE RENEWED 


Birds and animals threatened for many 
years with extinction are being given a new 
lease on life through conservation practices of 
the federal government and the states. In con- 
trast to the years when so-called sportsmen 
killed at will, the number of game birds and 
animals is on the increase. 


That conservation pays dividends is illus- 
trated in the annual Pisgah national forest deer 
hunt, to which a limited number of hunters 
are admitted. Some 1,600 will be given per- 
mission to join the hunt this year. Not many 
years ago none could hunt through this section 
and, even though permission might have been 
given, there were few deer to be found. Un- 
restricted hunting had taken its toll. Today, 
the opposite is true and it is necessary to admit 
hunters to keep the deer population within 
bounds. The same will, over the years, prove 
true in the Chattahoochee national forest in 
Georgia. 


_ In Georgia, fishermen do not have to be 
told of the benefits derived from the closing of 
streams in areas in the northern section of the 
State. These streams have been restocked and 
now are opened for limited fishing during 
Specified periods. Fishing possibilities had 
dwindled there until the federal and state pro- 
gram was placed in operation. It is not solely 
the fisherman who benefits, since these fish are 
the guardians of the waters in which they live, 
contributing their share to the health of all 
who live nearby and those who utilize the forest 
areas for recreation. Unrestricted fishing and 
hunting-is a two-edged sword. 

Along the coast and in the swamplands of 
south Georgia, huge wildlife refuges are pro- 
viding sanctuary for myriad birds, many species 
of which had been almost wiped out several 
years ago. Some 299.915 acres of marshland 
now give safety and new life to these winged 


creatures. 


Each of these, animals, fish and birds, con- 
tributes to the health of human beings. Each 
of these performs a function making more 
pleasant life in Georgia and in the south. Each 
makes its vital contribution to the well-being of 
mankind. It is to the interest of every Georgian 
to aid in the program now being extended.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

GREATER RESERVES WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Even on this 


side of 3,000 miles of ocean, the peace 
of Munich is hard to swallow. It has too much the look of making 
Adolf Hitler the autocrat of Europe. But, before you decide that 
lunacy has been permanently enthroned, there is one thing to re- 
member. 

Peace gives the democracies an open track in an armament race. 
And, in an armament race, the dictatorships are like claiming stake 
nags in good training, while England and France resemble War 
Admiral after a summer at grass. The dictatorships have had the 
edge at the start, but the democracies possess incomparably greater 
reserves of strength and staying power. 

Indeed, Germany is already 


ONE-THIRD OF A NATION 
making her peak armament ef- 


fort, unless American experts are badly deceived. Recently sev- 
eral crack government economists have made careful studies of 
European conditions. The President himself has been deeply in- 
terested and, besides drawing information from technicians at- 
tached to our embassies, experts have crossed the Atlantic to see 
for themselves. At least two special reports have been compiled 
on Germany alone. 

And one of these reports shows that Herr Hitler is now using 
one-third of the German national income on expenditures which 
may be classed as military. The figure comes from one of the 
shrewdest and most conservative economists in Washington, yet it 
seems incredible. 

To be sure, the figure includes a vast range of expenditures 
which would not be called military in this country. Germany’s 
spending for armaments alone is quite staggering, considering her 
resources. But food reserves, clothing reserves, additional auto- 
mobiles, the great new German roads—all these are also in the 
economist’s figure. The point is that all these things are being built 
and collected for the sole purpose of war. And because war is their 
purpose, not the creation of supply to meet natural demand, they 
make a fearful extra strain on the German economy. 

To conceive the meaning of the figure, you must suppose the 
United States as a planned, authoritarian nation. You must sup- 
pose that the planners’ one ambition is to build a huge war ma- 
chine. And you must imagine an annual expenditure of $20,000,- 
000,000 for the things that. make it easier to fight. 


RAW MATERIALS No one knows how long the German mili- 

tary effort can continue. Some believe that 
it must soon end in collapse. Some say that it can go on indefi- 
nitely. And some even predict that it can be slightly increased. All 
the economists admit that, after painting the large picture, the de- 
sone of conditions in the dictatorships must be filled in by guess- 
work. 

The vital details are the quantities of available raw materials. 
There is reasonable certainty, for example, that Germany is dread- 
fully lacking in metals. In the last war, the Reich possessed the 
iron mines of Alsace-Lorraine. Now Hitler must depend almot 
exclusively on iron imported from Sweden, Spain and elsewhere. 
Additional mines in the new Sudeten Czech territory will not come 
near supplying the deficiency and the only question is, how much 
surplus iron has Germany imported? Customs figures show im- 
mense importations in the past two years, and it is thought they 
have been doctored to conceal the preparedness program’s real

Casual conversation with all kinds of people makes it clear that 
most Americans are mystified by England’s recent behavior. They 
speak of it with contempt and resentment, though often with regret 
and sorrow, too. 

They understand what England has done, and realize what price 
she will pay, but they don’t see the reason for it, nor do they suspect 
how greatly it will affect their own destiny. 

Their astonishment and dismay began when England sent her 
fleet to the Mediterranean in a futile and pathetic effort to save 
Ethiopia by bluffing Mussolini. 

That shameful exhibition seemed to sound the keynote of Eng- 
land’s new policy—a policy of bluffing, warning, threatening, and 
at last ignominiously retreating. It was the policy of pathetic 
senility, for all the world, including those threatened, knew in 
advance that the threat was meaningless. 

If English statesmen had set out deliberately to destroy their 
nation’s prestige, they could not have made a better job of it. 

Humiliation followed humiliation, from Ethiopia to Spain te 
China to Austria, and at last to the sad business of throwing the 
Czechs to the wolves. 


Why? What induced a once proud empire, still stronger than 
any other nation, to endure such affronts and surrender its pride 
and glory? 

Commentators give many explanations—the dread of war's hor- 
rors; hate and fear of Russia’s Reds; a secret sympathy with Fas- 
cism; taking the long view and giving a little to save much: want 
of sufficient armament. 

But there must have been another reason. England is governed 
by a small upper class of Tories, who dread radicals above all else. 
Privately they fear their own people. They know that the priv- 
ileges of their class would not survive another war. And to save 
England from the riff-raff—that is, to save their own social prestige 
and soft snap—they sacrifice England's prestige, friends and future 
security to avoid the war that would unseat them. 

That is the whispered explanation, and it has the merit of being 
the only one that fits. » 

How does England’s weakness affect us? 

For generations England has policed the world—for herself, but 
for civilization. When she cannot, another will—less gently. And 
whatever our people say or think, our national policies are based 
on the assumption that England's fleet is part of our security. 

If England goes down, America must double her strength to re-

Among recognized

pronounced after-depression of all. 
They are ammonia and caffeine. 

Aromatic spirits of ammania 
should be kept:in the medicine 
cupboard in a glass-stoppered vial 
holding two or more ounces. It is 
useful as a rapidly acting stimu- 
lant in many emergencies; the dose 
is one-half teaspoon given in an 
ounce or two of cold water, and 
this dose may be repeated every 
10 of 15 minutes for several 
times if necessary. It is_ thus 
used for faintness, shock, concus- 
sion, snake-poisoning, heat ex- 
hausting, heart failure or extreme 
depression from any cause. Being 

a is especially grateful 
in cases of sick headache associat- 
ed with nausea and hyperacidity 
of the stomach.

Mrs. Hill asked every club 
to give proceeds of one entertain- 
ment to Student Aid, and her 
eighth recommendation put em- 
phasis on increase in junior or- 
ganizations.
